The Project Development 
Board (PDB) that will oversee 
the design and construction of 
Morgan County’s future multi- 
million dollar justice center re- 
cently shortlisted several archi- 
tect/engineer and interim finance 
firms for bid interviews.

Near-miss school bus 
accidents noted by 
board in plea for help 

Motorists who must travel Ky. 
364 in eastern Morgan County 
are dreading the onset of winter 
as much as they do having to 
each day negotiate the sector of 
highway between the C&R Min- 
ing Co. strip mine on Tarkiln 
Branch and the junction with 
U.S. 460. 

Heavily-laden coal trucks 
have pulverized the blacktop 
pavement all along the three- 
and-a-half-mile stretch of high- 
way, creating hazardous driving 
conditions for motorists and 
forcing traffic to a crawl. 

Last week, the Morgan 
County Board of Education 
joined numerous residents of the 
area who have registered com- 
plaints about the situation with 
the highway department and the 
county judge executive’s office. 
In an Oct. 14 letter to Judge Ex- 
ecutive Tim Conley, the board’s 
transportation director, Michael 
Wagers, noted: 

“A hazardous road situation 
exists for one of the (school) 
district’s school buses on State 
Highway 364. This highway has 
several large holes and our bus 
has had numerous near miss col- 
lisions with traffic due to cars, 
trucks, and coal trucks trying to 
maneuver around these large 
holes.” 

Wagers’ letter to the judge 
executive was to request his help 
in getting the situation rectified. 

Conley, who has received “a 
lot of calls” from citizens about 
the situation, said he has been 
consulting with the state high- 
way department engineer in 
Jackson about the situation on a 
regular basis, adding that initial 
efforts by the department to 



patch the potholes “helped 
some.” He said the highway de- 
partment is expected to complete 
patching the road by mid-No- 
vember. 

Workmen last week returned 
to do more work to repair some 
of the worst potholes and breaks 
in the pavement. “I really believe 
they are trying to solve the prob- 
lem, but the problem is that in 
many places, the highway has no 
solid base under the blacktop,” 
said Conley, adding that citizens’ 
concerns about the effects win- 
ter weather might have on the 



road are justified. 

Conley was in Frankfort this 
week to consult with Transpor- 
tation Secretary Paul Prather 
about finding a solution for the 
situation. 

The strip mine on Tarkiln em- 
ploys some 25 to 30 men and 
pays coal severance taxes, a por- 
tion of which is returned to the 
county. However, those funds are 
reserved for county roads and 
other projects. The state also re- 
ceives a share of severance tax 
receipts for upkeep of state roads, 
such as Ky. 364.

Woodrow Stamper, 
retired community 
leader, dies at 91 

Retired businessman and 
community leader, Woodrow 
Stamper, of West Liberty died 
unexpectedly at his home on Sat- 
urday. He was 91. 

During his lifetime, Stamper 
and his wife, Georgia, who pre- 
ceded him in death by one month, 
owned and operated several suc- 
cessful local businesses in Mor- 
gan County, most of which en- 
dure to this day. 

He was also active in local and 
state politics, and as a State Sena- 
tor from 1976 to 1983, he played 
key roles in securing funds for 
three major highway projects that 
have proved vital to the economy 
of the county — reconstruction 
of the Index Hill bottleneck on 
U.S. 460 at West Liberty and con- 
struction of both Ky. 205 and Ky. 
519. He also was instrumental in 
bringing Appalachian Regional 
Hospital to Morgan County as 
well as the Woodsbend Boys 
Camp. 

Funeral services for Mr. 
Stamper were conducted Tues- 
day. His full obituary is published 
elsewhere in this edition.

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INFILTRATION 

Uncontrolled air leakage (infiltration) is one of the largest and most preventable energy 
wastes in the home. Infiltration results from a pressure difference forcing air through 
cracks, holes, and crevices in the home. The pressure difference results from 
temperature differences between the indoor and outdoor environment, and wind blowing 
against the side of the home producing a higher pressure than that within the home. 

Since warm air rises to the top of the home by 
convection and then leaks out of cracks in the 
upper walls and roof, it creates a lower pressure 
in the bottom of the home than outside (causing 
air to leak in). Another pressure difference is 
created in the home’s heating, ventilating, and air 
conditioning systems. 

Infiltration typically occurs around doors and windows, points where dissimilar materi- 
als are joined and penetrations through walls, ceilings, and floors for electrical wiring 
and plumbing fixtures. Another significant source of air leakage is through the home’s 
ductwork. The best way to begin reducing air infiltration is by knowing where it may be 
occurring. Studies show that leakage in a typical house looks something like this, with 
the majority occurring through the sills, walls and ceilings. The second largest offender 
is the windows, closely followed by the home’s heating, ventilation, and air conditioning 
systems. Openings for pipes, doors, vents, and wall outlets complete the air leakage 
offenders. Homes with fireplaces look a little different because 14 percent of their air 
leakage is related to the fireplace, which slightly reduces the percentage lost from the 
other areas.

Morgan County students 
earn AP Scholar awards 



Two students at Morgan 
County High School have earned 
the designation of AP Scholar by 
the College Board in recognition 
of their exceptional achievement 
on the college-level Advanced 
Placement Program (AP) exams. 

The College Board’s Ad- 
vanced Placement Program offers 
students the opportunity to take 
challenging college-level courses 
while still in high school, and to 
receive college credit, advance- 
ment placement or both for suc- 
cessful performance on the AP 
Exams. About 18 percent of the 



more than 1 .4 million high school 
students in 16,000 secondary 
schools worldwide who took AP 
Exams performed at a sufficiently 
high level to merit the recogni- 
tion of AP Scholar. 

Students took AP Exams in 
May 2008 after completing chal- 
lenging college-level courses at 
their high schools. The College 
Board recognizes several levels 
of achievement based on stu- 
dents’ performance on the AP 
Exams. 

At Morgan County High 
School, one student qualified for 



the AP Scholar with Honor Award 
by earning an average grade of at 
least 3.25 on all AP Exams taken, 
and grades of 3 or hgher on four 
or more of these exams.

The older I get, the more I en- 
joy Saturday mornings.

Don’t Be Spoofed 

Webster Dictionary describes the term “Spoofing” as fooling or deceiving, but in 
the telecommunications world, spoofing refers to the practice of altering one’s 
identity to appear as someone else. Caller ID spoofing and email spoofing are on 
the rise and are topics that everyone needs to be aware of. As your service 
provider, it is our duty to notify and educate our customers about what to look for 
and what to do if you think you are being spoofed. 

The technology of spoofing has been in existence for years and when the 
technology was created it actually had a legitimate purpose. For over a decade, 
Caller ID spoofing was used mainly by businesses such as collection agencies, 
law enforcement officials and private investigators who purchased expensive PRI 
(Primary Rate Interface) telephone lines provided by local telephone carriers. A 
single PRI line could provide businesses with up to 23 telephone lines and all of 
these lines were capable of having unique telephone numbers. So, in the 
beginning intentions were to deter criminals, instead of giving them means to do 
criminal acts. 

Caller ID Spoofing is the practice of making a call appear to come from any 
phone number the caller chooses, rather than the number it actually came from. 
Caller ID spoofing is often used for fraud or prank calls. Fraudulent callers are 
able to get personal information by using Caller ID spoofing because the person 
being called believes the call is coming from the number that appears on their 
Caller ID and so they believe they know who they are talking to. At Mountain 
Telephone, we want all of our customers to just be aware and be very careful 
about giving out any information to someone who calls you. If you ever have 
questions or doubt the identity of a caller, offer to call them back and verify who 
you are speaking to. Caller ID spoofing also allows prank callers to make calls 
without their identity being given or blocked. 

Email Spoofing is the practice of sending an email that appears to originate 
from a different source. This is usually for spam emailing and phishing. Spam 
email is sending unsolicited bulk messages. The sender of these emails uses 
email spoofing to make the messages appear to be sent from an email address 
other than their own. Normally, the address the email message appears to come 
from is an unsuspecting victim as well. 

Phishing is attempting to acquire sensitive information such as a username, 
password, social security number or credit card information by posing as a 
legitimate, trustworthy company. The message may indicate that there is a 
problem with the customer’s account and they are asking the customer to email 
back personal account information. At that time, the sender then has access to 
that particular information and receiver’s message is never responded to. 

If you get emails asking for personal information and you think it might not be 
legitimate, do not respond to the email. Instead, call the company the email is 
supposedly coming from. Be sure to use the phone number from a previous 
statement and not a phone number on the email. 

Mountain Telephone does not send out emails or make calls asking for personal 
information from our customers. We want all of our customers to be aware of 
such scams because they are occurring in our area. If you have questions or if 
you have any information pertaining to these types of scamming, please call 
Mountain Telephone Customer Service at 606-743-3121.

State Auditor releases audit of 
Morgan County Sheriff’s Office 



FRANKFORT — State Audi- 
tor Crit Luallen this week re- 
leased the audit of the 2007 fi- 
nancial statement of the Morgan 
County Sheriff, Mickey Whitt. 
State law requires the Auditor to 
annually audit the accounts of 
each county sheriff. In compli- 
ance with this law, the Auditor 
issues two sheriff’s reports each 
year: one reporting on the audit 
of the sheriff’s tax account and 
the other reporting on the audit 
of the fee account used to oper- 
ate the office. 

The audit found that the 
Sheriff’s financial statement pre- 
sents fairly the revenues, expen- 
ditures, and excess fees of the 
Morgan County Sheriff in con- 
formity with the regulatory ba- 
sis of accounting. 

The audit contains the follow- 
ing comments: 

The Sheriff should deposit 
receipts timely. Receipts were 
not batched daily as required by 
the Uniform System of Accounts 
and receipts were not deposited 
timely. During 2007, auditors 
noted significant delays from the 
date on the deposit ticket to the 
date the deposit cleared the bank. 
Also, auditors found that two 
checks from the Kentucky State 
Treasurer were not deposited un- 
til one year after the sheriff re- 
ceived the checks. 

A strong internal control sys- 
tem requires that all receipts be 
batched daily, posted to a check- 
out sheet and receipts ledger and 
promptly deposited into the bank. 
By failing to account for monies 
collected on a daily basis and 
immediately depositing funds on 
hand, the Sheriff is exposing 
himself to significant risks of 
theft, misplacement of funds, in- 
accurate record keeping, over- 
draft of bank account, fee ac- 
count deficit, and mismanage- 
ment of funds. The audit recom- 
mends the Sheriff begin batching 
receipts daily, posting the receipt 
amount to a daily checkout sheet, 
and depositing the funds into the 
fee account each business day. 

The Morgan County Sheriff, 
Mickey Whitt, responded: “Our 
office has a very small amount 
of cash flow, and we are unable 
to make daily deposits. We keep 
a daily check-out sheet and make 
weekly deposits.” 

The Sheriff should prepare 
monthly bank reconciliations. 
The Sheriff did not prepare 
monthly bank reconciliations in 
2007. Bank reconciliations are a 
very useful tool in agreeing re- 
ceipt and disbursements ledgers 
to bank activity. In addition, 
timely bank reconciliations are 
essential in detecting errors and 
misstatements that can occur. 
The absence of bank reconcilia- 
tions increase the risk that errors 
will occur and go undetected, 
leading to inaccurate ledgers, fi- 
nancial reports, etc. The audit 
recommends the Sheriff prepare 
monthly bank reconciliations. 
The Morgan County Sheriff, 
Mickey Whitt, responded, “Our 
office is now preparing all bank 
reconciliations and keeping an 
accurate check on all receipts and 
disbursements for the office.” 

The Sheriff did not receive 
1/12 of his salary each month.

the business district. We will 
eventually have property avail- 
able in the downtown area near 
the existing courthouse.” 

PDB members have also 
pledged to preserve the current 
courthouse, which is 101 years 
old. 

“The state will maintain the 
current building until the new 
courthouse is built,” Conley told 
The Courier in August. “After 
that, the county will assume 
maintenance costs. Some county 
offices will likely be housed in 
the current courthouse, such as 
that of the jailer - who does not 
currently have an office - and 
others.” 

The courthouse project was 
officially announced on Aug. 22, 
when State Rep. John Will Stacy 
(D) and State Sen. Robert Stivers 
(R) presented a symbolic check 
for $16.2 million to fiscal court 
members and Circuit Clerk 
Donna Pelfrey. 

According to the AOC 
website, an additional $3 million 
is expected to be approved for 
facility furnishings. 

PDB members include Judge 
Conley, Circuit Clerk Donna 
Pelfrey, Circuit Judge Rebecca 
Phillips, District Judge Rupert 
Wilhoit, City Attorney Joleen 
Frederick, Magistate Frankie 
Spencer, AOC representatives 
Garland Vanhook and Laurie 
Dudgon and Citizen- At-Large 
Lynn Nickell. 

The next PDB meeting will 
be held 3 p.m. Tuesday, Nov. 18, 
at the fiscal court conference 
room in the county government 
building. All meetings are open 
to the public. 



The Sheriff receives $1,200 of 
compensation each pay period 
(two weeks) and then receives a 
lump sum payment to achieve the 
salary maximum of $71,118 in 
December. KRS 64.535 requires 
the Sheriff to receive his annual 
salary in equal installments that 
represent 1/12 of the total allo- 
cated amount each month. The 
audit recommends the Sheriff 
confer with the County Treasurer 
about how to resolve this issue 
to become compliant with KRS 
64.535. The Morgan County 
Sheriff, Mickey Whitt, re- 
sponded, “With a tight budget 
throughout the year, our office is 
unable to pay the sheriff his full 
salary each month. The sheriff 
only receives a portion of his sal- 
ary to help with the expenditures 
that require our office to oper- 
ate.” 

The Sheriff’s office lacks ad- 
equate segregation of duties. 

The Sheriff’s office lacks ad- 
equate segregation of duties due 
to the responsibilities of record- 
ing, depositing, and reconciling 
cash being delegated to the same 
individual. The functions of re- 
ceiving, recoding, depositing, 
and reconciling cash should be 
separated whenever possible in 
order to decrease the risk that er- 
rors, misstatements, and/or fraud 
will occur and go undetected. 
Since only one person performs 
most of these functions, there is 
no assurance that financial trans- 
actions are accurate, complete, 
and free of error/misstatement. 
The audit recommends the Sher- 
iff segregate the duties of record- 
ing, depositing, and reconciling 
cash or implement and document 
compensating controls to offset 
this control deficiency. Examples 
of compensating controls in- 
clude: the Sheriff comparing 
daily checkout sheet to receipts 
ledger and bank deposit, review- 
ing bank reconciliations for ac- 
curacy, performing surprise cash 
counts, signing all checks, re- 
viewing invoices prior to pay- 
ment, and reviewing all financial 
reports. He should document his 
review process by initialing re- 
ports and supporting documenta- 
tion. The Morgan County Sher- 
iff, Mickey Whitt, responded: 
“We have a small office, but our 
duties are equally divided. The 
sheriff does daily checks on all 
receipts and disbursements led- 
gers and bank deposits. The sher- 



iff also signs all checks and pay- 
ments for our office. The sheriff 
also initials and reviews all bank 
accounts.” The Auditor’s Office 
replied that while conducting a 
subsequent audit in 2008, audi- 
tors noted that the Sheriff had 
implemented the procedures he 
outlined above. However, for the 
period under audit, these proce- 
dures were not in place. 

The Sheriff should submit 
financial reports to the Depart- 
ment for Local Government. 
The Sheriff did not submit a quar- 
terly report to the Department for 
Local Government (DLG) for 
2007. DLG requires fee officials 
to file quarterly financial reports 
listing receipts and disburse- 
ments for the quarter and in total 
for the year-to-date within 15 
days of the end of a financial 
quarter. The lack of complete and 
accurate financial reports could 
cause the official to make im- 
proper financial decisions, inad- 
vertently overspend his budget, 
and/or create a deficit in his fee 
account. The audit recommends 
the Sheriff ensure that all finan- 
cial reports are complete, accu- 
rate, and submitted timely. The 
Morgan County Sheriff, Mickey 
Whitt, responded: “Our office is 
now using an Excel spreadsheet 
that shows a breakdown of the in- 
formation needed to submit all fi- 
nancial reports to the Department 
for Local Government.” 

The Sheriff’s responsibilities 
include collecting property taxes, 
providing law enforcement and 
performing services for the 
county fiscal court and courts of 
justice. The Sheriff’s office is 
funded through statutory com- 
missions and fees collected in 
conjunction with these duties.

Curt also served in the U.S. 

He was 
commissioned as a lieutenant 
junior grade and sent to Fort 
Schuyler, New York for officers 
indoctrination. After six weeks 
he was pulled out and sent to 
Harvard University for six 
months of special training and 
promoted to full lieutenant. He 
was founder and a lifelong mem- 
ber of Elliott County Veterans of 
Foreign Wars Post 11428.

Rural phone bills 
would rise under 
FCC proposal 

Oct. 15 — The chairman of 
the Federal Communications 
Commissions wants to raise fees 
to help get broadband access to 
unconnected regions of rural 
America. Kevin Martin is seek- 
ing to reform “intercarrier com- 
pensation,” the fees one service 
provider pays another when con- 
necting a call on the other’s net- 
work, in a plan that should be re- 
leased in the next few days. The 
proposed rate increases would be 
covered by larger “subscriber 
line charges” and other fees 
passed on to the subscriber. 

The subscriber line charge 
appears on local phone bills, and 
is currently capped at $6.50 per 
month for consumers by the fed- 
eral government. According to a 
story by Joelle Tessler for The 
Associated Press, “Martin is ex- 
pected to suggest lifting that cap 
to $8 or $8.50.” Ben Scott, policy 
director for the advocacy group 
Free Press, says Martin’s plan 
will result in the largest phone 
bill increases being passed on to 
rural customers, since rural com- 
panies would have to recover 
more lost revenue. 

Tessler writes that Martin “is 
expected to suggest that certain 
carriers be required to use Uni- 
versal Service money to invest 
in and roll out broadband net- 
works.” The Universal Service 
Fund subsidizes telephone ac- 
cess in sparsely populated — and 
thus, cost prohibitive — areas of 
the U.S.

If you have decided to go to 
college or you are already there, 
you have made a smart money 
move. With a bachelor’s degree, 
you may typically earn $15,000 
more a year than someone with 
just a high school diploma. 

But you need to find the best 
way to pay for that college educ- 
tion, preferably with money you 
do not have to pay back. 

Your best source of financial 
aid information will be the finan- 
cial aid office at your college.

We have audited the accompanying statement of revenues, expenditures, and excess fees - regulatory basis of the Sheriff of Morgan 
County, Kentucky, for the year ended December 31, 2007. This financial statement is the responsibility of the Sheriff. Our 
responsibility is to express an opinion on this financial statement based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards 
applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, 
and the Audit Guide for County Fee Officials issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free of 
material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial 
statement. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 

As described in Note 1, the Sheriffs office prepares the financial statement on a regulatory basis of accounting that demonstrates 
compliance with the laws of Kentucky, which is a comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the revenues, expenditures, and excess 
fees of the Sheriff for the year ended December 3 1 , 2007, in conformity with the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1 . 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated July 29, 2008 on our consideration of the 
Morgan County Sheriffs internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts, and grant agreements and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of 
internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the internal 
control over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with 
Government Auditing Standards and should be considered in assessing the results of our audit.

Cougars no match for 
West Carter, 46-22 



Curd to Nickell pass

Morgan County avoided an 
embarrasing shutout to West 
Carter with three fourth quarter 
touchdowns as the Cougars fell 
on the short end of a 46-22 final. 

Jake Purnell’s team trailed 39- 
0 heading into the final period 
before executing a halfback op- 
tion, 47 yard scoring pass from 
Jarred Curd to Joel Nickell. 

After an on- side kick, Curd 
and Nickell hooked up again with 
a touchdown pass, a two-point 
conversion run by Brandon Ward 
completed the scoring drive. 

Curd and Nickell also set up 
Morgan’s final score with a 67 
yard pass play to put the ball in- 
side the Comet five yard line. 
Curd scored the touchdown on a 
two yard quarterback sneak. 
Cameron Dunn was on the re- 
ceiving end of a Curd pass for the 
two-point conversion. 

The Curd to Nickell connec- 
tion accounted for 139 of the 
team’s season-high 189 yards 
passing. Curd completed six 



passes — with four going to 
Nickell. 

Of course, the Cougars faced 
a deficit they couldn’t overcome 
after three quarters. West Carter 
scored on touchdown runs of 14 
and five yards, respectively, by 
Timmy Bradley. Harrison Bond 
added a pair of scoring runs of 
his own. 

Purnell blamed poor Cougar 
defense — most notably tack- 
ling — for the Comets’ biggest of- 
fensive performance of the year.

Social Security, 
SSI announces 
benefit increase 

Monthly Social Security and 
Supplemental Security Income 
benefits for more than 55 million 
Americans will increase 5.8 per- 
cent in 2009, the Social Security 
Administration announced re- 
cently. The 5.8 percent increase 
is the largest since 1982. 

Social Security and Supple- 
mental Security Income benefits 
increase automatically each year 
based on the rise in the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics’ Consumer Price 
Index for Urban Wage Earners 
and Clerical Workers (CPI-W), 
from the third quarter of the prior 
year to the corresponding period 
of the current year. This year’s 
increase in the CPI-W was 5.8 
percent. 

The 5.8 percent Cost-of-Liv- 
ing Adjustment (COLA) will be- 
gin with benefits that over 50 mil- 
lion Social Security beneficiaries 
receive in January 2009. In- 
creased payments to more than 7 
million Supplemental Security 
Income beneficiaries will begin 
on Dec. 31. 

Some other changes that take 
effect in January of each year are 
based on the increase in average 
wages. Based on that increase, the 
maximum amount of earnings 
subject to the Social Security tax 
(taxable maximum) will increase 
$106,800 from $102,000. Of the 
estimated 164 million workers 
who will pay Social Security 
taxes in 2009, about 11 million 
will pay higher taxes as a result 
of the increase in the taxable 
maximum.

money we have in the bank. 

I am going to tell you who I 
am NOT voting for. I am not vot- 
ing for Barack Obama. It has 
nothing to do with his funny 
name, his looks or ethnicity.

A rifle costing $500 
would jump from having a tax of 
$55 to $330. 

Obama is against the right to 
carry. He opposed it in 2004, and 
he opposes it in 2008. His home 
state is one of only two states that 
prohibit permits for law abiding 
citizens to carry a weapon. 

Obama will appoint judges 
who share his view when a posi- 
tion comes open.

keep spiders away. The tree is 
low growing with many 
branches full of thorns, and was 
used as a “living fence” before 
metal fences began to be used. 

When I was growing up in 
West Liberty, there were a few 
of the trees, and they were com- 
monly called “hedge” or “cudge” 
apple. They seem to be quite 
abundant in Central Kentucky. 

The wood from the tree is ex- 
tremely hard, supposedly harder 
than locust or hickory. The wood 
was used by the Indians for ar- 
rows, and early settlers used the 
wood for wagon wheels. They 
also made a yellow dye by boil- 
ing wood chips from the tree. 

At one time, the Old Mill Park 
hedge apple tree was located in 
the Buford Wells front yard. In 
1972, his property along with 
other property in the area was 
sold to the U.S. Corps of Engi- 
neers for Cave Run Lake. Con- 
sequently, the houses in that lo- 
cation were torn down. 

Buford’s son, Jerry, told me 
that he tried as a child to get rid 
of the tree by chopping it with 
an ax and driving nails in it. He 
said besides being a nuisance, “I 
can’t imagine anyone wanting 
one of those thorny, sticky, 
messy trees in their yard!” 

It was the job of Jerry and his 
brother, Danny, to keep the 
hedge apples picked up and 
thrown away. As young children, 
they did not particularly relish 
the job. 

Jerry stated, “The only use we 
found for the hedge apples was 
to throw them at each other!” 

Jerry finished his comments 
about osage orange tree by say- 
ing, “God put everything on this 
earth for a purpose, so there must 
be something that the hedge 
apple is good for - but I can’t 
imagine what!” 

The tree was on the Wells 
property in 1942 when they 
moved there. Prior to the Wells 
family moving to the property, 
it was owned by Vivian Salyers 
(daughter of Joe M. Kendall), 
who sold it to C.B. “Cliff” 
Turner. Turner sold to W.M. 
Gardner in 1940 and he, in turn, 
sold to Buford Wells in 1942. 
The tree was full grown in 1942, 
according to Jerry. It could have 
been planted by any of the pre- 
vious owners. I would estimate 
the tree as being close to 75 years 
old or older. 

Jerry Wells lives in Lexing- 
ton, and his brother, Danny, lives 
in Lynchburg, Va. Both boys are 
exceptionally smart and have 
been quite successful.
